Processor-Direct Slot (PDS) The name used to 
reference a general -purpose expansion slot for 
Macintosh computers. A PDS card is connected 
directly to the Macintosh processor instead of the 
computer's bus. ■ 

Procomm A popular shareware communications 
program from Datastorm Technologies, Inc. of 
Columbia, MO designed for use on the IBM PC 
and compatible computers. 

Prodigy A videotext service provided by a joint 
venture of Sears. Roebuck and Co. and JBM. The 
initial name for this service was Trintex. 

Professional Office System (PROFS) An IBM 
office automation software package now known 
as Office Vision. 

profile In packet-switched networks, refers to a 
set of parameter values, such as for a terminal, 
which can be denned and stored; the parameters 
can then be recalled and used as a group by 
identifying and selecting the appropriate profile.

Program Information File (PIF) 1. A file con- 
taining information that IBM's "Top View" 
requires to allow the application to process prop- 
erly in the 'Top View" environment.

program operator In IBM's ACF/VTAM, an 
application program that is authorized to issue 
ACF/VTAM operator commands and receive 
■ ACF/VTAM operator awareness messages. 

Program Temporary Fix (PTF) A patch sent by 
the vendor to fix a bug, or bugs, in a software 
package. 

programmable arrangement A connection arra- 
ngement used to connect FCC registered equip- 
ment to the DDD network. This arrangement can 
employ either of two telephone company sup- 
plied data jack£— USOC RJ45S (prognimmable) 
or USOC RJ4JS (universal). With this' arrange- 
ment, the telephone company measures signal 
loss over the local loop between the subscriber's 
site and the central office. A '^rogramrrJng" 
resistor is selected and installed in the data 
jack to enable the commurucation equipment to 
transmit at a level that delivers the maximum 
—12 dBm signal at the central office. 

programmable Jack A jack that contains a resis- 
tor whose value can be changed to control the 
output level of a modem to meet a required sig- 
nal loss level. 
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Programmable Read -Only Memory (PROM) 
Permanently stored data in a nonvolatile 
semiconductor device. The semiconductor is 
electrically prognunmed by the equipment 
manufacturer and can only be changed with 
special equipment which erases the previous 
program.

signals at the remote modem. 

softcopy ' An electronic document that is stored in 
a computer. 

S of term PG A communication* program mar- 
keted by SoftroniGs, Inc., for use on the IBM 
PC and compatible personal computers. The pro- 

gram is known for its inclusion of over 50 
exact terminal emulations mid seven file transfer 
protocols. 

software A computer program or set of computer 
programs held in some kind of storage medium 
and loaded into read/write memory CRAM) for 
execution. 

software defined network A network constructed

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software demnMplexing In multiplexer applica- 
tions, the connection of a computer directly to a 
multiplexer trunk without an iiuervening multi- 
plexer to permit the remotely multiplexed trans- 
mission to be demultiplexed by software running 
within the computer. 

software engineering A broadly defined disci- 
pline that Integrates the many aspects of pro- 
^amnririg, from writing code to meeting -bud- 
gets, In order to produce affordable software that 
works.
